Report slams Beds Police 
for ‘placing public at risk’

A NEW report has shown that the 
public could be put at ‘significant 
risk’ due to a lack of resources at 
Bedfordshire Police. 

In a letter released by Her Majesty’s 
Inspector of Constabulary (HMIC), 
the county force was not shown in a 
positive light. 

Bedfordshire Police come across 
very poorly as a result of the investi¬ 
gation, with particular stress being 
made on how the force lacks resourc¬ 
es at times, which could put the 
public at significant risk. 

An excerpt from the letter read: 


‘There were insufficient resources in 
the force’s response function which 
was overwhelmed at the time of the 
inspection. It was unable to meet 
calls for assistance (including calls 
graded as ‘immediate’) in a timely 
manner and this was potentially 
placing the public at significant 
risk.’ 

It also mentioned there being a 
lack of understanding on how to 
judge levels of threat when it comes 
to responding to crimes and 
incidents, reading: ‘The force does 
not have a policy to attend all reports 
of crimes and incidents, but one 
based on a series of considerations 
including identifying the threat, risk

and harm to the victim, caller or 
community. Some staff do not fully 
understand how to assess the level 
of threat, harm and risk. HMIC 
understands that the force has not 
consulted with the public in relation 
to this policy’. 

A letter was sent to ah 43 police 
forces in the country as a result of a 
report by HMIC titled ‘Making best 
use of police time.’ 

Cllr for Challney, Tom Shaw, said: 
“Some people in Challney and 
Lewsey Farm don’t even bother 
reporting incidents to the police. 


“The areas are that under-policed 
and I can’t see it getting better either. 

“The police got rid of a lot of expe¬ 
rienced officers recently, meaning a 
lot of local expertise went as well. 

“We’ve now got PCSOs policing 
these areas who just don’t have the 
experience or the local knowledge of 
the officers who were previously 
there. It’s a mismanagement issue 
going right to the top.” 

On the letter, Bedfordshire Police 
Assistant Chief Constable, Nigel 
Trippett, said: “While the report 
highlights a number of good exam¬ 
ples where Bedfordshire Police has 
undertaken long-term crime 
prevention initiatives we accept that 


more needs to be done to ensure 
victim satisfaction. 

“A11 crimes are treated with the 
utmost importance and we follow 
the National Crime Recording 
Standards to record crime and assign 
an appropriate response. The force 
has taken great strides in addressing 
other concerns including the recruit¬ 
ment of 65 new officers with 34 more 
starting later this month. 

“We have also embraced technolo¬ 
gy with the use of mobile devices, 
tablets and body worn cameras and 
we continue to explore further 
opportunities for collaboration in 
an attempt to reduce costs and 
increase efficiency.”

Judge gives perverted’ 
paedophile 10 year term

A PAEDOPHILE from Dunstable 
who sexually assaulted two girls 
and was caught with thousands 
of child abuse images on his 
laptops has been jailed for 10 
years. 

Martin Seaborn {pictured), 55, 
carried out attacks on one girl 
when she was aged seven and 
eight for around a year until his 
arrest in August last year. 

He also admitted assaulting 
another girl on one occasion 
when she was 11 in 1996. 

Prosecutor Simon Ash told 
Luton Crown Court that when 
police examined his computer 
they found indecent images of 
children that he had obtained 
from a ‘peer to peer file sharing 
site’. 

He had used the search term 
‘PTHC’ which stood for ‘Pre Teen 
Hard Core’. Some of the children 
pictured engaging in sex acts 
with adults were aged as young 



as three. Many of the images 
were at the most serious levels. 

After his arrest Seaborn, who 
worked as a cable installer, was 
bailed and his computers were 
seized. However, he went out and 
bought another laptop and 
downloaded more child sex 
images, said the prosecutor. 

Seaborn, of The Makings, Bele 
Street, Dunstable, pleaded guilty 


to 15 counts: five were for assault 
by penetration, four were for 
sexual assault, one for indecent 
assault and five for 
possessing indecent images. He 
had previous convictions for 
theft and driving offences. 

Defence barrister James 
McCrindle said: “He is struggling 
to come to terms with what he 
had done. He is ashamed and 
remorseful about his conduct.” 

He said the two victims had 
been spared the trauma of 
reliving the events. 

Judge David Farrell QC told him 
he had carried out a ‘catalogue’ 
of abuse on the youngest girl. 

He said he had collected thou¬ 
sands of child abuse images for 
his ‘perverted sexual gratifica¬ 
tion’. He passed an indefinite 
Sexual Offences Prevention 
Order, which included a ban on 
Seaborn contacting the youngest 
victim and having any unsuper¬ 
vised contact with children. 

Seaborn must also register as a 
Sex Offender for life. 


Officers appear in court over Faruk Ali charge 


TWO Bedfordshire Police 
constables appeared before 
magistrates on Monday 
accused of assaulting a 33-year- 
old autistic man in Luton. 

PC Christopher Thomas, 33, 
from Welwyn Garden City, is 
accused of racially aggravated 
assault on Faruk Ali, assault by 
beating, perverting the course 
of public justice and 
misconduct in public office. 

PC Christopher Pitts, 39, from 
Bedford, is charged with 


perverting the course of justice 
and misconduct in public 
office. 

Both men made a brief 
appearance at Aylesbury 
Magistrates’ Court, where their 
case was transferred to 
Amersham Crown Court. 

They were charged after offic¬ 
ers from Leicestershire Police 
carried out an investigation 
into alleged events outside Mr 
Ali’s home in Whitby Road, 
Luton, on February 20 this year.

GUN SUPPLIER IN ALI CASE JAILED 

THE man who supplied the gun 
used to shoot Atif Ali has been 
jailed for 15 years at Luton 
Crown Court. Matthew 
McCafferty, 23, from Roman 
Road, Flitwick, sent a text 
message with the words: ‘Bang 
Bang’ two hours after Mr Ali was 
shot in the leg. During the trial 
the jury was told that the ‘hit’ on 
Mr Ali was ordered by convicted 
drug dealer Shahzad Mahroof, 

28. Last month Judge Michael 
Kay QC jailed Mahroof and 
Bernard Pillay, the gunman, for 
life. 

ATTEMPTED MURDER ARRESTS 

TWO men have been arrested on 
suspicion of attempted murder in 
connection with an incident 
where a man was hit by a car in 
St Dominic’s Square, Luton. 

The 24-year-old victim was 
carried for about 50 yards on the 
bonnet of the stolen Seat after 
the driver deliberately drove at 
him on June 12. He landed on the 
pavement and was lucky to 
escape serious injury before the 
vehicle drove off. The two men, 
one aged 25 and the other 21, 
were arrested on Thursday 
morning by the Major Crime 
Unit. 

COUNCIL FIXES 1,200 POTHOLES 

MORE than 1,200 potholes have 
been fixed in Central 
Bedfordshire in the last three 
weeks. The work has been 
carried out with a new piece of 
equipment known as the Velocity 
Patcher which can mend up to 
150 potholes per day. The process 
means the council can usually 
carry out the work without 
closing the road. Cllr Brian Spurr 
said maintaining the roads in 
Central Bedfordshire was a ‘key 
priority’ for the council. 

NEW ARRIVAL AT WHIPSNADE ZOO 

ZOOKEEPERS at Whipsnade Zoo 
are said to be at ‘an all-time high’ 
after welcoming a new baby 
giraffe. The as-yet unnamed 
giraffe was born on August 18 to 
second-time mum Ijuma. The 
female calf measures just over 5ft 
and has already began running 
around her paddock, keepers 
said.

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Sir, your £19.5k jet trip 
is ready for take-off...

AS luxury trips go, a 16-day five-star 
journey to six countries by private jet 
takes some beating. 

From your base at Luton Airport you 
fly to Istanbul for three nights before 
hopping back on the plane and 
heading to China. 

But there is a snag - you need to have 
a spare £19,500 for the trip. 

Now, you may argue you have better 
things to spend your money on but in 
the event that you do have some loose 
change hiding in the sofa, then you 
might want to call Australian-based 
tour company Captain’s Choice. 

On Wednesday the firm flew 44 
passengers from Luton Airport on one 
of its ‘Silk Road & Beyond’ private jet 
tours. 

The guests, who are travelling on an 
Airbus A319 reconfigured with busi¬ 
ness class seats, were joined by 12 
permanent crew and a cargo which 
includes 112 bottles of champagne 
and 350 bottles of wine for 16 days of 
extravagance. 


They will visit Turkey, China, 
Uzbekistan, Armenia, Georgia and 
Azerbaijan before heading back to the 
UK. 

Captain’s Choice has been running 
travel tours since 1994 and currently 
has six different private jet trips on 
offer, including a 22-day ‘Around the 
World’ trip for £34,850 starting next 
March. 

Some of the sights 
on the Silk Road 
tour include the 
Blue Mosque in 
Istanbul, the Emir’s 
Palace of the Moon 
in Uzbekistan and a 
boat tour across the 
bay of Baku in 
Azerbaijan. 

Among the ‘tour 
escort team’ waiting 
on you will be 
Gordon Highman, an Australian tour 
manager in charge of this particular 
Silk Road trip and who has been on 27 
journeys in that capacity. 

He said: “My role can be from any¬ 
thing to serving wine on an aircraft to 


serving a meal in a restaurant if we’re 
pushed or if there’s a problem. I make 
sure the hotel rooms are correct and 
that the land agent works with us and 
with the guide. 

“I also make sure that everything 
works to plan, deal with different 
weathers, situations, deal with 
cancelled flights and make split 
decisions. They have to be the right 
decisions - that’s 
most important.” 

At £1,218 a day, 
that is an expen¬ 
sive set of deci¬ 
sion-making skills 
but Gordon said 
he prepares for the 
trip a month in 
advance by get¬ 
ting himself 
‘brutally fit’ for 
some of the 4am 
starts he deals with. 

And one of his highlights of the trip? 

He said: “Taking off on one of these 
A319s down the runway in Luton, 
knowing that you’ve got a really spec¬ 
tacular set of days ahead.”

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School ‘extension’ 
upsets neighbours

A PROPOSED expansion to 
Stopsley High School has 
outraged residents. 

The controversial new 
development is planned at 
the back of St Thomas’s Road 
and Mixes Hill Road. 

Philip Darnell, 68, of St 
Thomas’s Road, said: “We are 
not happy with this at all; it’s 
too close and too large. 

“We have no opposition to 
the school expanding, it 
could just go in other places. 

“What’s more, there will be 
an access road for lorries 
which will run almost next to 
our back walls.” 

His daughter, Melanie 
Darnell, 44, who also lives at 
the house, added: “Also, with 
the school expanding by 
around a third there will also 
be an increase in traffic, 
which the area struggles to 
cope with as it is. 

“We’ll be at the back of the 
music block, construction 
department and the kitchens, 
so it’s going to be noisy. 

“I work from home as well 
and with the building loom¬ 
ing over my back garden it 
will feel very intrusive.” 

A spokeswoman for Luton 
Borough Council said: “This 
enquiry relates to a planning 
application for the erection of 
a new school building on the 
existing campus site. 

“The agenda for the next 



meeting of the Development 
Control Committee on 
September 24 has not yet 
been finalised but if the 
application is considered at 
this meeting then members 
will, of course, carefully 
consider all relevant 
planning considerations and 
representations made in the 
consultation responses 
received, including the views 
of local residents, before 
taking a decision. 

“The agenda will be 
published on the council’s 
website five days before the 
date of the committee meet¬ 


ing.” If you want to speak for 
or against the plan call the 
council’s Committee Services 
to register your right to talk. 

All individuals or groups 
who register will have the 
right to speak as group leader 
for five minutes.

Con artist jailed for 
burgling elderly man

A WOMAN con artist who 
tricked her way into an 
83-year-old man’s home and 
tried to steal his wallet has 
been jailed for three and a 
half years. 

Mary Benstead, 42, got into 
the house in Highbury Road, 
Luton, by claiming she was a 
carer but the man became 
suspicious after she asked 
him when he last had sex. 

Prosecutor Michael Atten¬ 
borough said the victim 


asked Benstead to leave but 
as she did she cuddled him 
and tried to reach for his 
wallet in his trouser pocket. 

The man called police who 
traced her from DNA she had 
left on a mug of tea. 

Benstead, of Milliners Court, 
Luton, pleaded guilty to bur¬ 
gling the man on April 8 this 
year. She had denied the 
charge, but changed her plea 
on the day of the trial after the 
elderly man had arrived at 
court to give evidence. 

She had 28 convictions for 
48 offences. In 2010 she was 


sentenced for four house 
break-ins and again in 2012 
for three more. 

Stephen Moore, defending, 
said Benstead had ‘on-going 
drug problems’ but since 
being remanded in custody 
had tested negative for drugs. 

At Luton Crown Court on 
Monday Judge Michael Kay QC 
told her: “This was a despica¬ 
ble offence. Elderly people 
living on their own should be 
entitled to live their lives 
without fear of people who 
trick their way into their homes 
and try to steal from them.”

Going wild at thought of a zoo 

ONE thing that Whipsnade Zoo’s animal 
weigh-in fails to measure is the physical and 
mental suffering as well as the sorrow and 
sense of loss that wild animals indisputably 
experience as a result of their captivity (LoS 
August 31 ‘Zoo animals get measured up’). 

Freedom of choice and movement is inte¬ 
gral to every living being, but denied that, 
animals in zoos have every aspect of their 
lives manipulated and controlled, including 
when and what they will eat, when and 
where they sleep, whom they can mate with 
and even if and when they can go outside 
into a designated space. 


Even at the best zoos, animals are denied 
normal social and family groups. 

Habitats are usually tiny compared to 
their natural range or homelands and 
preclude such basic natural behaviour as 
running and scavenging. 

The animals’ frustrations lead to 
abnormal, neurotic and self-destructive 
behaviour, now recognised as ‘zoochosis’. 

As for public education, studies show that 
visitors spend far more time in the gift 
shops and lavatories than in front of 
exhibits and leave zoos without having 
learned anything meaningful about 
animals’ natural behaviour, intelligence or 
beauty. 

If anything, zoos reinforce the idea that it 
is somehow still acceptable - when it isn’t - 
to capture, cage and confine other living 


beings just because we can. There is noth¬ 
ing inspiring about seeing bored and 
depressed animals stripped of everything, 
including their inherent dignity. 

Zoos began as menageries when few 
people travelled to exotic places, before we 
had wildlife videos and before we learned 
who animals really are. 

We no longer have any excuse for keeping 
intelligent social animals locked up, 
thousands of miles from their homes.

What next for under fire PCCs? 

IT has been well said that the first attribute 
required by a politician is a thick skin.

Here in Bedfordshire we must also raise a 
clamour to rid ourselves of Mr Martins 
whose sometimes comical tenure has been 
regularly punctuated by foot-in-mouth 
utterances and some highly questionable 
behaviour. 

Having been suspended by his party he 
can no longer count on their support and 
therefore his position has become totally 
untenable. The longer he drags things out 
the worse it’s going to look. He should now 
do the only honourable thing left - resign.

Our double standards over 
terrorism could be terrifying 


O NE man’s terrorist is 
another man’s free¬ 
dom fighter. Or so 
the old saying goes. 
And certainly that has been 
the case in this country for 
many years. 

I remember helping to 
organise meetings for the 
Irish Republican Movement, 
the African National 
Congress and the 
Palestinian Liberation 
Organisation. In their time 
they were all called 
terrorists, or supporters of 
terrorism. 

Some of Nelson Mandela’s 
newest and greatest fans, 
shedding tears when he died, 
once called him a terrorist. So 
life is not always clear on such 
matters. In the Middle East it 
is even more confusing. Not 
long ago Assad was a state ter¬ 
rorist and we were supporting 
the opposition to him. Now 
apparently the opposition is 
worse than he is, so we are 
calling them terrorists and 
supporting Assad. 

We are also calling terror¬ 
ists any British Asians who go 
to the Middle East to fight 


Assad and will be taking 
‘strong action’ should they 
return. This includes taking 
away passports and not 
letting them back into the 
country. It looks like a disas¬ 
ter in the making, legally, 
morally and organisationally. 

It may of course amount to 
nothing and is just 
Cameron’s attempt to divert 
us from seeing his party fall¬ 
ing apart over Europe. 

But any serious attempt to 
somehow demonise these 
people is likely to fail and, 
worse than that, bring about 
the opposite of what is 
intended. 

For as long as Britain has 
existed people have gone off 
to fight or support foreign 
causes. And not always on 
the side some might have 
hoped for. Many leading 
people in this country sup¬ 
ported Hitler, (hearing some 
of the ravings of UKIP, some 
still do). It would have been 
very interesting if they had 
been punished. 

On the other side many 
went to fight in Spain against 
Franco. Then again we had 


those fighting in African 
countries, either just to earn 
a buck, as mercenaries, or to 
overthrow regimes that the 
West didn’t like. One found 
guilty of helping to fund a 
coup was Maggie Thatcher’s 
son, Mark, now a knight of 
the realm. 

And of course we were liter¬ 
ally being bombed by the 
IRA, and just got on with our 
lives. 

The Irish republicans had a 
point, even though not many 
of us cared for their way of 
expressing it, and eventually 
the Government sat down 
with these ‘terrorists’. So the 
whiff of double standards is 
almost overpowering and 
will likely only succeed in 
making our foreign policy 
look even weaker and more 
irresolute. 

And at home such vacilla¬ 
tion and dodgy legality of 
making people stateless will 
simply create martyrs - and a 
few million quid for lawyers. 

If they have committed 
crimes charge them.

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Mayah’s family call 
for rethink on road 



DISCUSSION: More than a hundred people turned up for the public 
meeting on Monday between the community and local authorities

CONCERNS about the road 
layout in Bury Park were 
raised during a public meet¬ 
ing about the tragic death of 
a three-year-old girl. 

Mayah Shazad died last 
month after being hit by an 
Arriva bus in Dunstable 
Road, Luton. 

On Monday, members of her 
family and residents met at 
Dallow Learning Community 
Centre with Bedfordshire 
Police and Luton council. 
Arriva had also been invited 
but had no representative 
present. 

Attiq Malik, the solicitor for 
Mayah’s family, said they 
were unhappy with how 
officers had dealt with the 
public after the collision. 

He added: “There are also 
concerns about the road 
layout in Bury Park and all 
the humps. No-one knows 
who has the right of way. 

“There is a general concern 
about the way it has been laid 
out. There was also concern 
that Arriva did not turn up to 
the meeting. We just want 
them to show some corporate 
responsibility.” 


Paul Adcock, an area 
managing director for Arriva, 
said the firm had sent a letter 
to the family saying they 
could not attend because of 
the police investigation. 

A police spokeswoman said 
officers had to deal with a 
‘large crowd’ at the scene of 
the collision, which they 
described as ‘extremely 
shocking, confused and 
distressing for all concerned’. 

She added: “We have 
received some complaints 


about how officers dealt with 
that situation and these are 
now being investigated in the 
normal way by the 
Professional Standards 
Department.” 

Cllr Dave Taylor said he 
wanted to assure people at 
the meeting that all 
comments about the road 
layout would be ‘fully consid¬ 
ered as a priority’ and that ‘a 
timely response’ would be 
given once the police investi¬ 
gation was complete.

Raid finds hoard 
of illicit products

TRADING Standards have 
said further raids will take 
place as they continue a 
crackdown on the sale of 
illegal products. 

A fourth raid this year on 
shops found a huge haul of 
illicit tobacco and alcohol. 

It uncovered 33,000 
cigarettes, 27kg of rolling 
tobacco and 524 litres of 
alcohol. The products are 
estimated to have evaded 
£22,000 of duty and VAT. 

Stephen Dibble, Luton’s 
Trading Standards team lead¬ 


er, said: “In addition to the 
alcohol and tobacco products, 
we also recovered illegal 
cosmetics. It’s too early to tell 
whether we’re cutting down 
on the trade. 

“There was a drop between 
the second and third raids but 
an increase between the last 
two. 

“However, it is worth noting 
that with HMRC on board we 
were able to carry out many 
more raids than in previous 
visits.” 

Among the spirits seized 
was 52 bottles of yellow and 
brown coloured vodka which 
has been sent for tests to see 


whether they contain metha¬ 
nol and other chemicals 
which can cause blindness 
when drank. 

Mr Dibble added: “We aim to 
clamp down on the illicit 
trade of alcohol and 
cigarettes, which not only 
helps the public by keeping 
dangerous products off the 
streets but also helps to 
support legitimate, taxpaying 
local businesses. 

“We are not sure exactly 
when the next raid will 
happen, but we are sure there 
will be another as we look to 
clamp down on the sale of 
illicit products in Luton.”

Bronson convicted 
after prison attack

LUTON-born Charles 
Bronson has been 
convicted of assaulting 
the governor of HMP 
Woodhill in Milton 
Keynes. 

The notorious prisoner, 
61, pleaded guilty to 
assault occasioning actu¬ 
al bodily harm at 
Amersham Crown Court 
on Monday and was 
sentenced to a further two 
years imprisonment. 

Shortly before 8am on 
Friday, February 28 
Bronson held the gover¬ 
nor of the prison, Alan 
Parkins, in a headlock. 

He held him so tightly 
that Mr Parkins was 


unable to breathe. 
Bronson also struck him 
several times on the 
head, before several 
prison officers came to 
the defence of the gover¬ 
nor and Bronson was 
restrained. 

Mr Parkins suffered 
bruising to his shoulder 
and arm, abrasions to his 
face and a nose bleed. 

Bronson first went to 
prison in 1974 after being 
sentenced to seven years 
in jail for an armed 
robbery. Since then he has 
become Britain’s most 
notorious prisoner due to 
his antics inside. 

Police were immediately 
informed of the assault 
and conducted a full 
investigation.

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Our ‘well regarded’ 
L&D now fighting fit 


AVERY important part of my 
job as a local MP is to make 
sure that our NHS is deliver¬ 
ing really good care for local 
people. 

We are fortunate to have a 
very well regarded Luton and 
Dunstable Hospital as well as 
dedicated GPs and commu¬ 
nity health staff. 

Of course from time to time 
things go wrong, as they do in 
any organisation, and I am 
always available to my 
constituents to take up any 
particular concerns they may 
have.

WHEN I call him up, there’s some kind of drama going on in 
Alan Davies’ house. It involves a cup of water and a dress. Not 
his - either the water or the dress. The family has just got back 
from holiday and it’s tea-time in the Davies’ household. It 
doesn’t take Jonathan Creek to figure out that the dress and 
the cup of water would appear to be inextricably linked to his 
five-year-old daughter, Susie. 

Family matters are very much at the heart of Little Victories, 
Alan Davies’ new stand-up show, which is coming to MK 
Theatre on Sunday, September 28. 

“It’s about my relationship with my dad, my children, my 

partners. It’s all true,” he says. “But in particular it _ 

refers to one or two anecdotes when I was trying _ * ✓ ' 

to get one over on my dad. When I’m writing I 
mix up stories and then try to find connec¬ 
tions between them. I might have a funny M 
thought. On its own it doesn’t go anywhere “ 
but in connection with another story it 
becomes laugh out loud.” 

While he is clearly a very funny man, Alan 
is also an actor and, these days, a presenter of 
documentary programmes too. 

“I suppose you might call me an entertainer,” 
he says. “But up until I was 20, people called it 
showing off. I call myself a comedian now.” 

He first discovered the joy of making someone 
laugh when he was very young. “I’d lie on i 
back and wave my legs around for my mum 
and be very grateful if I got a smile or a 
laugh out of her. But I was in love with her.” 

It’s a poignant memory 
because Alan’s 
mother died of 
cancer when he 
was only six years 
old and the pain of 
that loss has never 
really gone away. 

But now, as a father 
of two small children 
himself, he has a brighter and 



clearer perspective on life. “I don’t have a dark side,” he insists. 
“You know what? If I feel down my first port of call is the old 
Jimmy Cliff song, Better Days Are Coming.” 

Partly due to his 11 year stint as the naughty schoolboy to 
Stephen Fry’s headmaster on QI, and partly due to that Jonathan 
Creek mop of untamed curls, Alan is instantly recognisable 
wherever he goes. 

So has he ever embarrassed himself by behaving like an idiot 
on meeting someone famous? “There was a time at the Montreal 
comedy festival. . .I’m a big fan of Norm MacDonald, the 
Canadian stand-up comedian. I was with a mate and we’d been 
up late and had a few at the bar and Norm came in. I can’t 
remember what I said but I felt like I had to apologise the next 
day but he said ‘No, you guys were great! ’. I wish I could remem¬ 
ber what we did.” 

It could, of course, have been some random facts that he’d 
picked up from QI. “Sometimes they just pop out,” he admits. 
“Someone will say, ‘Is that true?’ and I’ll say ‘well we had it on 
QI, so it must be’...” 

And is a duffle coat still his outerwear of choice? Fans of the 
eternal 1960s student look will be sorry to hear this. 

“No,” he mutters, darkly. “I can’t ever wear a duffle coat 
again.” So what else is a fashion no-no these days? 

“I did a run of shows a few years back wearing a pair of 
’ lime green moleskin trousers. 

“Suddenly, this voice came from right up in the gods: 
‘Are you colour blind?’ Needless to say, I ditched the 
lime green trousers. My wife says that if you ever want 
to throw a stand-up comic, just shout out something 
about their appearance. Doing stand-up is the most 
nerve-wracking thing because you’re vulnerable 
up there” he says. “But you’ve got to look relaxed 
and natural and you have to prod the audience to 
, get involved. 

“I enjoyed playing Milton Keynes last time, we 
filled it out, but because it’s one of those new 
theatres, it’s very dark in the auditorium and 
you can’t see the faces of the audience. So this 
i time, I’m going to have a word with the light- 
lb ing man and get some sort of lights focused 
onto the audience so that I can see their 
eyes.” 

■ And maybe so that Alan can identify anyone 
who’s rash enough to heckle him about what 
he’s wearing. I’m guessing it won’t be lime 
green trousers - or a duffle coat.

INDIAN OCEAN, LUTON 


BEING a regular visitor to Sundon 
Park, I’ve driven past the Indian 
Ocean many times but never 
ventured inside. 

However, I have heard many good 
things about it so it was against this 
backdrop that my companion and I 
went there on Bank Holiday 
Monday. 

From the outside there is nothing 
that gives you an obvious reason to 
go in but upon entry I was struck by 
the atmosphere. 

The dim lighting and soothing 
Indian music was in stark contrast 
to the depressing rainy weather 
which coloured the evening. 

Indian Ocean has a slightly 
upmarket feel to it. 

The service is efficient and our 
coats were even hung up for us 
while we were whisked to our table 
and served some poppadoms. 

These were crisp and crunchy, 
and although I would have gladly 


spice tikkas my fancy 



eaten them plain, they were accom¬ 
panied by a selection of dips 
including mint, coconut chutney 
and mango chutney. 

For the starters I had the Tandoor 
Salmon and my companion the 
Chicken Tikka. 

Both were tender and soft, 
although the salmon was served 
with a yellow yoghurt sauce I did 
not fancy. 

The salmon had a nice kick to it 
but towards the end this slightly 


overpowered its natural taste. 
When eating out I sometimes opt 
for the house special as this can be 
a barometer of what makes the 
place unique to its competitors. 

The Indian Ocean Special is a 
dish of thinly sliced chicken pieces 
cooked in a clay oven and then 
fried with green pepper and onions 
in light spice. I had it with pilau 
rice. 

It did not excite as much as the 
name suggested but it didn’t disap¬ 


point either and made for a solid 
meal. Dessert was the flute hazel 
for me and nouka for my compan¬ 
ion. Initially they were too hard 
(they had come straight from the 
freezer) but after some defrosting 
they opened up and were polished 
off to make a pretty good ending to 
our meal. 

At £43.85 for two, Indian Ocean is 
a good choice for a family, a group 
or two people simply wishing to 
escape the Bank Holiday clouds.

LUCY f!5l 


Out now 

LIFE was given to us a billion years 
ago. What have we done with it? 

This is the question Lucy attempts 
to answer in this sci-fi thriller from 
director Luc Besson which challeng¬ 
es us to stretch our imagination. 

Lucy is in the wrong place at the 
wrong time when her boyfriend 
tricks her into delivering a mysteri¬ 
ous suitcase to an Asian drug cartel. 

Forced into smuggling an unknown 
drug in her stomach to Europe, the 
bag accidently splits and Lucy is 
soon overwhelmed by its powerful 
effects. The film makes a dramatic 
turn from the criminal to the super¬ 
natural, as the drugs gradually 


unlock the full potential of Lucy’s 
brain. 

She seeks out Professor Norman to 
help understand what’s happening. 
He maintains that humans only use 
a small percentage of our brains and 
has theorised what would happen if 
they could utilise more of it. 

Lucy’s mental capacity continues 
to rise to 40 and 50 per cent brain 
function. With every increase she 
unlocks new abilities from mind 
reading and telekinesis, to even 
being able to control time. 

Every ability adds to the film’s 
creative mix with stunning scenery 
and realistic effects, literally on a 
cosmic scale, that pick up the pace to 
lead to the film’s climax. 

Scarlett Johansson as Lucy is 
engaging to watch as she conquers 
every emotion she has in her acting 
artillery. From an average girl who 


shows real terror at the horrors 
before her, Johansson transforms 
into a fearless and charming heroine 
with a higher sense of purpose. The 
contrast is striking. 

She soon poses a formidable threat 
to drug lord Mr Chan, who is hot on 
her trail with a band of henchmen to 
recover his precious cargo. The film 
oozes enthusiasm and certainly 
stands out from the crowd. We even 
forgive the glaring gaps in its own 
logic as it powers through with great 
visuals and entertaining action. 

The story itself can be nonsensical, 
but that’s okay, as Lucy focuses more 
on intriguing themes surrounding 
the nature of humanity and what we 
could go on to achieve. 

My advice? The plot will fall apart if 
you over-think it so just sit back and 
enjoy.

This 
third generation TT has enough about it 
to get to 62mph in just 7.1 seconds and 
on to 150mph, yet driven with a bit more 
circumspection will average 67.3mpg 
and 1 lOg/km. Looking good doesn’t 
need to cost the Earth. 

The ultras 184PS 2.0-litre TDI diesel sends power 
to the front wheels only, the lack of quattro 
mechanicals helping offset the additional weight 
of the diesel engine. Clever traction control 
electronics help you get as much of that 380Nm 
to the road. You’ll need to be pretty handy with 
clutch and stick as the ultra is only offered with a 
six-speed manual ‘box, but it’ll still get to 62mph 
in 7.1 seconds and on to a top speed of 150mph. 
One thing’s for sure. Even if you’d never seen this 
car before, you’d know it was an Audi TT. It’s still 
a handsome car but it looks like a midlife facelift 
of the second generation model more than an 
all-new piece of design. The big front grille gives 
the car a meaner look and there are some lovely 
details. 


Audi’s third generation TT looks to meld 
the sharp design of the first gen car with the 
driveability of the MK 2 model and combine 
that with a slicker, user configurable digital 
feel for version three.

THE Hatters are still searching for their first 
home victory back in the Football League as 
Plymouth Argyle taught them another lesson 
about life at the higher level yesterday.
